A DALLAS SUICIDE 


On December 14 in Dallas a 
man named E. L. DeGolyer, 
whose fortune was estimated at 
some $30 millions, and who was 
considered the oil industry’s 
No. 1 geologist, killed himself. 
He was 70 years old, and in- 
curably ill. 

Now, this man’s name has 
since 1948 stood at the mast- 
head of the Saturday Review, 
a magazine of literature and 
the arts, as simply: “Chairman, 
Board of Directors: E. DeGrol- 
yer.” Many of the readers of| 
this magazine knew the name) 
of the present editor, Norman 
Cousins, and the former editor 
Henry Seidel Canby. But the} 
name of E. DeGrolyer meant 
nothing to them. 

Fact is, this man DeGrolyer 
with this thirty millions was 
what had made possible the 
survival of this magazine, so 
important to writers and fol- 
lowers of the arts, ever since 
1948, when the enterprise was 
about to go on the rocks. He 
dug out some of his thirty mil- 
lions to keep the magazine go- 
ing and thereby to do great 
service to the advancement of 
civilization in America.

“ Moderate-income families are in for another year of rising 
_ prices in 1957. Indications are that the latest round of infla- 
tion is going to push living costs beyond even the @resent 
‘record level.

The U. S. Census Bureau re- 
cently reported that 11,800,000 
married women were employed 
in 1955 and that they repre- 
sented 2914% of the total work 
force. There has been a steady 
rise of gainfully employed mar- 
ried women since 1948 when 
they represented 21% of the 
total work force. Paradoxically, 
employment of single women 
declined during the same period 
by almost 20%. This trend poses 
a number of hypothesis. One is 
that the increasing automa- 
tion of factories and offices has 
made it physically possible for 
women to fill jobs that only 
men could fill in the past. 

Another is that employers 
find it profitable to “employ 
married women because they 
will take less than a man for 
similar work, and are less prone 
to join unions and make de- 
mands upon their employers. 
Most married women do not 
have to live off their entire 
salaries but supplement the 
earnings of their husbands. In 
effect,. many employers use 
working wives who are willing 
to work for lower pay, to keep 
down the earning potential of 
other workers.

I recognize the badge of my 
office as a symbol of public 
faith, and I accept it as a pub- 
lic trust to be held so long as 
I am true to the ethics of the 
police service. I will constantly 
strive to achieve these objec- 
tives and ideals, dedicating my- 
self before God to my chosen 
profession—law enforcement.
